Oklahoma City, Feb. 7.—The bill by 
Thomas and Franklin, appropriating 
$304,973 for additional buildings at 
the six district agricultural schools 
which excited considerable discussion 
when it was first under consideration 
in the senate, was passed finally on 
Tuesday without comment or debate. 
The senate also passed finally the 
Kendrick bill, repealing the section 
of the fee and salary bill, which al­ 
lowed counties of 15,000 population 
with $9,000,000 valuation to pay salar­ 
ies on the 20,000 basis, and the Peters 
resolution from the house, memoral- 
izing congress to individualize the 
mineral rights ‘of the Osage nation. 
The 
house 
amendments 
to 
the 
Smith poor house bill, which establish 
a higher rate of expenditure for the 
especial benefit of Oklahoma coun­ 
ty, were agreed to, but further con­ 
sideration of the amendments to the 
Thomas bill, fixing procedure for the 
transfer of school lands, was defer­ 
red. The section of the Smith bill, 
prohibiting 
the 
soliciting of alms, 
which created much debate in the 
house, and was finally stricken out 
by that body, was never adopted in 
the senate, and got into the engross­ 
ed bill through a clerical error. 
An indication of a decided division 
of Opinion in the senate regarding 
the county assessor bill was found 
ed from the committee on state and 
county affairs without recommenda­ 
tion.

were made on bills appropriating $15- 
000 for improvements at the South­ 
western normal, allowing the sale of 
certain school lands for cemetery and 
school house purposes, and amending 
the eight-hour law so as to provide 
that a contractor who violates that 
law can not get the money on his con­ 
tract.
